and the private boarding school? 

This is a question which hasarisen 

in the minds of many parents as 
well as students. 

There is a noticeable exodus of 


students from public to private 
schools. We have noticed it in 
our own school and it is natural 
that we compare the two classes 
to find if we can the reason or at- 
traction which is drawing upon 
our membership. The majority of 
private schools certainly offer a 
fine program of study. It is not 
the available subject that makes 
the student however. We must 
have fine teaching and conditions 
which enable the student to adapt 
himself to his new environments, 
and more than anything else, 
there must be an incentive to 
study. 


In these schools this matter is 
simple. The boy goes there at 
his own desire or the will of his 
parents. Once enrolled, he has no 
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desire to leave. Before him he 
has two alternatives: He can con- 
centrate and continue or neglect 
his studies and be sent home. by 
the school authorities. With this 
necessity confronting him, he un- 
consciously puts forth more effort 
and thereby gains more knowl- 
edge. 

The course of study offered by 
the average high school is equally 
good. The point of difference is 
the grade of work done by the 
students. Nor can this be laid to 
the teaching staffs. If we care to 
consider our own case, we find 
that we are on the first rank of 
University approved schools and 
that Saginaw High School has a 
place of pleasing prominence in 
state educational circles. We 
know however that too many of 
us are content to just ‘skin 
through' and the percentages of 
F marks is evidence that most of 
us do just ‘skin through’. The 
reason for this is that the rod is 
no longer in use and that when 
put on our honor to do our best, 
the spirit lags and we get marks 
that are not up to a desirable av- 
erage. 

This is not intended as a ser- 
mon by the editor. It is merely a 
few stray thoughts more рга- 
valent as card marking time 
comes round. He feels that it is 
not a matter of lesser ability in 
Saginaw H. S. It is a matter of 
thoughtlessness. The spirit of the 
Student Lantern for 1919-20 is to 
provide not only amusement for 
our members but also to cite con- 
structive criticism which may 
point the way to better work and 
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greater achievements for all of 
us. This is the spirit and purpose 
of these remarks. 


HERE are two distinct phrases 
of loyalty to our school in re- 
gard to athletics. The first is the 
loyalty of the student body to 
their team and second the loyalty 
of each member of his school.

Getting home in the wee small 
hours of the morning does not aid 
materially in building a strong 
team; nor does a training table, 
maintained at Culver's. Neither 
is a constant or occasional diet of 
pie, candy or other delicacies, 
dear to the heart, and the stom- 
ach a good conditioner.
